Secondly , hence may bee 
learned the right way of refor- 
mation of our lives. In this re- 
formation two things are re- 
quired ; an Examination, and. a 
change. If we examine our lives 
by this text, we ſhall finde two 
maine faults and aberrations 
inthe lives of men. The firſt is, 
that they reject and put away 
therule of direction that ſerves 
for the ordering of their lives. 
And this doe they when they 
doe not beleeve and truſt God 
in his Word. And wee may not 
thinke , that this our unbeliefe 
is a ſmall matter : becauſe it is 
a mother ſinne of all other fans ; 
and it 1s the principall law of 
the kingdome of darkeneſle, not 
to beleeve God. Hereupon our 
C4 enemy 
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enemie Satax endeavoured by 
ali meanes to imprint this leſſon 
of unbeliefe in the minds of 
our firſt parents : and having 
effeted his purpoſe, hee ever 
ſince 1ndeavoured to make this 
ſinne to raigne in the lives of 
men. It raignes commonly by 
ſeven ſpeciall fruits or finnes, 
The firſt is Athei/me, when men 
deny God and his Word. Athe- 
ime hath two parts : Epicuriſ- 
me and Temporizing. Epiouriſ- 
me 1s, when men contemning 
Gods Copmmandements,threat- 
nings, promues, care tor no- 
thing but meate, drinke, and 
pleaſures. Temporizing 1s, when 
men imbrace religion ſo farre 
forth as they are forced by laws, 
and times, and no otherwiſe, 
Theſe are the common finnes 
of our dayes.” The ſecond fruit

Thus the ſonnes in law 
of Lot, when they heard of

ſeemed 1t but as a mockerie.' 
Thus. did the Iewes make a 
league with Hell and Death, 
and ſaid with themſelves, 


22.15, that the - ſcourges of God 


ſhould nos come at them. 
| And 
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And in this laſt age of the 


world, men ſhall wholly addi 
themſelves to pleaſures and 
profic, thinking nothing of a- 
ny judgement of God, till ven- 
geance befall them. The fixc 
Is, wilfull ignorance of the will 
and word of God. For the dt- 
vell blinds the minds of un- . 
beleevers, that the light of che 
Goſpel ſhine not unto them, 
This 1s the fault of our com- 
mon people, who commonly 
hold an opinion , that 1t be. 
longs not tothem to know the 
word of God : becauſe they 
arenot learned ( as they ſay: ) or 
becauſe they have other buſi- 
nefſe to thinke on. The laſt 
fruit 1s worldlineſſe , and that 1s, 
when men minde nothing bur 
Worldly matters. And this 
comes of the want of faith in 
the providence of Ged, Theſe 


are 


. 
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are the principall fruits of un-, 


beliefe, whereby 1t may cafily 
be diſcerned and diſcried where 
it is. And if aty man thunke 
humſelfe to have a fulnefle and 
perfection of faith,as many doe; 
even this one thing is aſufhici- 
ent argument of his unbelete. 
For it 1s the firft tep to faith, 
to ſee in our ſelves the want of 
faith, 

The ſecond maine aberratian 
1in the lives of men 1s, that they 
ſctup falſe rules to order their 
hives by:and they are toure. The 


firtt is the /ight of natnrall reaſon. | 


For many are of opinion, that 1t 
is ſufficient co the pleaſing of 
God if they live civilly, that 1s, 
dojuftice to every man, and live 
peaceably , hurting none. This 
15 the blind Divinitie of the 
world, thatif they carry theme 
{elves thus and thus, whatſoever 
their 
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their ſinnes be , God will hold 


them excuſed. Bur they are farre 
wide z; for 1na life acceptable to 
God, faith 1s required; the light 
of reaſon will not ſerve theturn.

by this men commonly live. lf 


| wee enjoy the good bleſſings 


of God, health, wealth, liber- 
tie, peace; honour, good re- 
port, then wee can truit God : 
but if hee withdraw his bleſ- 
lings,-and preſent himſelfe to 
us-with an empty hand, we truſt 
him no longer ; nay wee mur- 
mure 
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mure and defpaire, and without 
feare of God uſe anyunlawfull 
meanes to, releeve our ſelves, 
Though wee have his precious} 
Word, yetdoe we not truſt him 
upon his bare and naked W ord, 
unleſſe withall hee lay downe 
anto us ſome good pawne, and 
make us to feele and enjoy his 
good bleſſings. Againe, 1f any 
man that is our triend, make 
promiſe of helpe or deliverance 
inany danger, we reft content, 
and finde our ſelves much eafed 
thereby : and yet the promilſcs 
made by God in his Word of 
helpe and deliverance , though 
they be oftenread unto us, and 
often urged, breed not the like 
contentation. Hee that on hus 
death-bed hath commended his 
cluldren:to ſome truftie friend, 
departs more quieted in minde 
chenif he had commended them . 


| without 
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without helpe of friend to God 
their bet Father. A man upon 
goed ſecuritie lends to another, 
an 100, pounds, hoping for the 
principall with the increaſe at 
the yeares end : yet dare hee not 
ſcarce deliver an 100. pence to 
the poore members of Chrift, 

on the promiſe and bond of 
God himſelte, who faith, H-e 
that gives to the poore, lends tothe 
Lind, and hee will returne the 
{1d gifts with a bleſſing. Now 
all this comes to paſſe, becauſe 
men rather truſt them whom 
they ſee, then God whom they 
never ſaw. Moreover, it is a 
propertie of them that doe in- 
deed beleeve, to judge their ec- 
ſtate by feeling : but herein they 
deceive themſelves. For we m:ilt 


live by faith and not by feeling : 


and feeling 1s often decentfull. 


Becauſe ſuch as finally fal away 
| from 


Heb. E-4- 
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from God may have a feeling, 
or taſte of the good Word of 
God, and of the powers of the 
liferocome, | 

The third falſe Rule 1s falſe 


faith, which 1s without or as 


againlt the Word. Thus the 
Turke lives by his falſe faith; 
the Iew by lus: the Papult by 
hrs. For hee beleeves as well the 
Traditions of men, as the Word 
of God, and he puts his truſt not 
only in God, but alſo 1n the 
creatures, namely, Saints and 
Angels. Thus alſo do Magicians; 
ſorcerers, witches, inchanters, 
whatſoever they doe, by a. Sa» 
canicall faith 1n that covenant 
which they have made with the 
divell. And ſuch perſons as aske 
counſell of witches and wiz- 
zards, called cunning men and 


women, helpe themſelves onely 
by their falle faith. For when- 
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they uſe charmes or {pels,or like 


Satanical ceremonies;they come 
monly finde ſuccelle, & are hel- 
ped of the evils that hetide them. 


And that comes to paſſe on this {£27 
manner. In the-ufe of the fores :- 
ſaid ceremonies preſcribed and \; 


delivered by witches, they have 
2 blind and erroneous faith : 
upon their faith followes a Sa- 
tanical{ operation in efteting 
of the cure delired. For charmes 
or ſpels being but words, have 
no yertue in them to eafe or 
helpe man or beatt , exther by 
creation or. by any ordinance 
of God in his Word: and there- 


| fore the efte&t they have, 1s 
|| by the power of the divell up- 


on mans-faith.” :Let our com- 
mon people thinke on this, 
who though they mach boaſt of 


4 ther fanh in Chnt, yet when 
| they are in awy extremitie or | 


danger, 
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danger,very commonly praCtiſe 
this Satannicall faith. 
_Thelaſt falſe rule 1s: the {uf 
of the heart : and by this rule doe 
moſt men {quaretheir lives. The 
luſt that commonly rules is 
three-fold; luſt concerning be- 
dily pleaſure, luſt of worldly 
wealth, luſt of honour,as S. /ohe 
faith, Whatſoever s inthe world, 
# the luft ef the fleſp,the luſt of the 
eye,and A jars - of 
Thus much: of the examina» 
tion : now followes the change. 
That we may change our lives 
in reſpe&t of unbeleefe , foure 
things are required. The firſt 
1s, that wemuſt acknowledge 
and bewaile our unbeleefe with 
the manifold fruit thereof. And 
wee have good cauſe to doe fo. 
For by unbeleefe the divell &- 
rects his kingdome in mens 
hearts, and workes his pleaſ; 
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in us and upon us. Secondly, 
unbeliefe corrupts and defiles 
all our ations whatſoever, 
though otherwiſe they bee 
good and lawfull in themſclves, 
Pal (aith, that to wnbeleevers wir, 15. 
all things are uncleane , yea their 
minds and conſciences are defiled. 
Thirdly , unbeliefe deprives us 
of the good bleſſings of God, 
which otherwiſe we might en- 
joy; If ye beleeve not,ye ſhall not be 1(4.7-9+ * 
eftabliſhed, ſaith the Prophet. In 
Capernaum Chritt could doe no Mar. 6.5: 
great wonders, by reaſon of | 
their unbeliefe. Laſtly, unbe- 
liefe plucks downe upon men 
the plagues and judgements of 
God. Moſes and eAaron were Num.,2d; 
barred the land of Canaan for 11. _ 
their unbeliefe. A certaine 2 Ki"gr7e 
Prince was troden to death in 
the gates of Samaria,;, becauſe 
he would not beleeve rhe w_ 
by - 
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a time , becauſe hee would not 
beleeve the meſlage of the An- 
gel. Many at this day,when the 
judgements of God lye heavie 
on them, ſay preſently they are 
fore-ſpoken, and they cry out 
on this or that ſuſpe&ted W itch, 
But ſuch perſons are often des 
ceived. For the great witch that 
doth them all the hurt, 1s the 


unbeliefe of their hearts, where- 
by they diſtruſt God 1n his 


Word : and this finne alone, it | 


there were no Witches 1n the 
world, is ſufficient alone to pro- 
voke God to plague and pus 
Tiſh us ſundry wayes, aud ha 
grievoully. Therefore let us 
with bicternes of heart bewaile 
our unbeliefe : and the rather, 
becauſe it 1s a ſtep to faith to 
acknowledge the want of _

victed of the certaiatie of the 
word or no. If we be not, wee

Becanfe that naturall Atheiſme, 
whereby we doubt whether the 
bookes of the Prophets and 
Apoſtles bee the word of God 
orno, lunders the certaintie of 
| faith, For the ſertling of the con- 
ſcience in this point, theſe ar- 
guments may be uſed. The firlt: 
K-18 a principle 1n nature that 
there is a God:1t there bea God, 
nature can ſay hee 1s to be -wor- 
ſhipped; if hee bee to bee wor- 
ſhipped , he hath revealed him- 
ſelte and his will to man, for 0- 
therwiſe he cannot be worthip- 
ped. And this revelation is to be 
tound in the writings of the 
Prophets and. Apoſtles, and in

The fift and laſt 1s, that the 
writings of the Prophets and 
Apoftles contatine many pro- 


phecies and prediQtios of things| 


to come , that none could fore- 


ſee or fore-tell, but God. The? 
name of [ofias and his doings; 
are foretold three hundred years 


before he was borne. (rus and 
his doings are mentioned more 
then an hundred yeares before 
his birth:now theſe and the like 
propheſies argue that the whole 
Lolfrine is of God. By theſe and 
like arguments, are all thatin- 


wardly doubt of the Word of 
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God, to ſettle and ſtabliſh their 


conſ{ciences. 

This done : then followes the 
third point, and that 1s, that we 
muſt ſearch and inquire what 
is the ſubſtance and ſcope of 
the Word of God. The ſcope 
of the whole Bible 1s Chriſt 
with his benefits, and he 1s re- 
vealed, propounded, and offered 
unto us in the maine promiſe 
of the VW ord;the tenour wherof 
is, that God will give remiſſion 
of linnes and lite everlaſting to 
ſuch as will beleeve wn Chriſt. 
To this maine promiſe, God 
hath added a maine comman- 
dement, which bids us to be- 
leeve the ſaid promiſe, or to ap- 
ply Chriit with his. benefits 
unto our ſelves. Now then our 
third dutie 1s, to ſubject our 


hearts and wils to this comr 


mandement that. biddes us ber

>», 
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beleeve 1n Chriſt. This 1s the 
ſubjetion of faith, of which 
ewo things mult bee obſerved, 
One 1sthat this 1s the firlt ſubje- 
ion that we can give to God, 
to truſt him upon his promilſe, 
for the pardon of our finnes, and 
for life eternall. And from this 
ſubje&tion of faith, arifeth our 
ſubjeQion to the whole Word 
In Chriſt are all the promiſes 
of God, yea, and Amen:the Law 
and the obedience of all the 
Commaundements thereof u} 
eftabliſhed by faith : without 
Chriſt no good thing can bel 
done. The ſecond point 1s, that 
this ſubjettion 1s kein reſpe& 
of that ſubjetion which the 
Law requires. The perfect obe- 
dience of the Law 1s impoflible 
to all men, except Chriſt, yea, 
to ſuch as are borne anew of 


the holy Ghoſt, rhough for 
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thetime of this life, they deſire 
it neverſoearneftly. Yer faith 
in Chriſt and repentance 1s ſo 
farre foorth poſſible to all that 
will and defire it, that whoſoe- 
ver doth ſeriouſly but will to 
beleeve and to bee converted, - 
doth indeed beleeve and is con» 
verted,and doth pleaſe God,and 
ſhall nor periſh eternally ; al- 
though the beginning of this 
faith and converſion bee weake, 
ſoit be 1n truth and not coun- 
terfeit, Za. 1.19. If ye wil and 
obey, ye ſhall eate the good things 
of ihe Land. Luke 11.13. Tour 

eavenly Father giveth the holy 
Ghoſt to them that deſire him. 
Matthew 11. CMy yoke ts eafie , 
and my burden light. Therefore 
let us trie our felves whether 
wee have will to ſubject our - 
ſelves tothe W ord of God, that 
bids us þeleeve in Chriſt :; never-

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theleſle we may not thinke that 
this will to beleeve 1s in our 
power.

The fourth and laſt thing in 
this change -1s, that faith in 
Chriſt or 1n the word beleeved,

God. Andthus faith in Chriſt | 
doth : becauſe when it 1s once 


{etled inthe heart, it workes in 
us a ful and ſetled faith ofevery 


part of the W ord of God;name- | 
ly, of his precepts and of his| 


threats. Here then our dutie 15 
to ſubjeCt our ſelves by meanes 
of our taith to the whole word : 
and to ſuffer nothing within us 
bat it alone to beare ſway. This 


of 
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of God dwell in you plentiful- 
ly. The good ground yeelds it 
{like and gives place, that the 
ſeed may take deepe roote. It- - 
is 2 bleſſed thing to have the 
Kingdome of God erected in 
our hearts : now this kingdome 
isereted, when the Word of 
God keeps all the powers of 
body and ſoule in ſubjeQtion. 
And wheu our faith in Chrift 
brings our thoughts, affeCtions, 
words, deeds, ſufferings 1n ſub- 
jection to the Word of God, 
then we live by faith. 

The third uſe followeth : in 
that weare to live by our faith, 
weare taught to ſeek for know- 
ledge of the will and word of 
God, and daily to increaſe in 
the ſame knowledge; eſpecially 
© acquaint our ſelves with the 
Commandements of God that 
concerne us, with his promiſes, 
D 4 and 
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and threatnings. For faith is the 
life of our ſoules, and the word 
is the life of faith : becauſe it1s 
firſt kindled, and afterward con» 
firmed by the hearing of Gods | 
word. Again, the word mode. | | 
rates our faith, that wee beleeye | 
not more then wee ſhould, or | 
come ſhort in beleeving. The | 
word therefore that ſerves thus | 
to limit our faith, muſt bee | 
known in his ſeverall heads and | 
points. 

Fourthly, hence wee learne | 
how we areto carrie our felves |: 
in greateft dangers, as 1n the 
time of plague and pettilence, 
in the time of famine, 1n the 
time of warre and blood-ſhed, 
intherime of our laſt anddead-| 
ly ficknefle. We have then need | 
of great helpe:and the only way | 
1s then to itay our ſelves and e- 
{tabliſh our hearts by our faith 
on 
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' bs halfe dead, it quickens and 
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on Gods promiſes. It 1t 1s thE 
very ſcope of this text , toteach 
this one point of doctrine to 
the Iewes , being now oppreſ- 
ſed by the Babylonians. Da- 
vid in danger, and Chriit inthe 
time of his paſſion, by their 
faith commend their ſpirits 11» 
to the hands of God. Ot the 
Martyrs and Saints of God, Heb. 11, 
ſome were by their faith impri- 3& _.

Againe, it may be alleadged, 
that ſeeing we are juſtified by 
the juſtice of another, namely 
of Chrift : we may alſo be juſti- 
bed and ſaved by the faith of an- 
other. Ianſwer, that the reaſon

Who- 
ſoever offendeth any of theſe lutle 
ones that beleeve in me. But this 
opinion ſeemes to bee an un- 
truth : becauſe faith preſuppo- 
ſeth underſtanding and know- 
ledge, which infants want. A- 
gaine, 1f 1nfants received do be- 
teeve when they are young, 
they would no doubt, ſhew 1t 
when they come to be of yeares: 
but faith they ſhew none, unles 
they attaine unto 1t afterward 
by diligent teaching and inſtrus 
tion. And theplace in CAtat- 
thew may bee underſtood of 
men of yeares, who if they have 
contrite and humbled liearts , 
are little ones beleeving 1n 
Chrift, Againe, children after 
ſome 


Mar.16, 
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ſome yeares by good education 
and inſtruction, may atrtaine to 
ſome knowledge , and conle- 
quently to faith. "Thus T zme- 
thy was brought up 1n the 
Scripture of a child. The e- 
cond opinion 1s, that all places 
of Scripture intreating of faith, 
are to bee underſtood of men 
of yeares, and that children are 
ſaved by ſome other unknowne 
and unſpeakeable way without 
faith. I lomewhat doubt of this: 
becauſe it 1s ſaid, Y hoſoever be- 
leeveth not, i already condemmed, 
Againe, Without faith it ts im- 
poſſible to pleaſe God. The: third
